The condemned man was taken to 
the chair at 7:02 a. rn. and pronounced J 
dead by prison physicians at 7:09.

Hartman was led from the death-; 
cell to the chair by a prison guard and j 
Edgar L. Hildebrand, a student at 
Gettysburg College. 
A smile appear­ 
ed on the face of the condemned man 
as he came through the door leading 
to the room where the chair is located. 
His step did not falter as 
he was 
placed in the chair. 
The smile remained while attend­ 
ants were adjusting the apparatus be- j 
fore the current was applied. 
Not a 
word was uttered by Hartman as he J 
was placed in the chair. 
When the death march was started 
the Reverend C. E. Kalb, prison chap- I 
lain, was in front repeating the Lord’s 
prayer. 
Next came Hartman flanked j 
on one side by Mr. Hildebrand and on 
the other by a guard. 
Before going to the chair Hartman 
made a statement that he was the 
slayer of Haley and that no one else 
was implicated. 
The body was claimed by Hartman’s 
father.

York, as the member. 
Once In Thirty Years 
“The fact is,” they say, “Adams 
county has had only one Democratic 
congressman in the last thirty years, 
and the county has not been repre­ 
sented in Congress by a home man 
since 1917, when 
William Beales, 
Baltimore street druggist, retired, and 
ifs high time we elect not only an 
Adams county man, but a Democrat.” 
Some Republican leaders in Adams 
county do not look with disfavor upon

The State D epartm ent of Agricul- 
ijjj| (ture ju st recently found it necessary 
g g I to define in most careful term s these 
two classes of products which home 
gardeners, fruit growers, and shade 
tree owners are now becoming accus­ 
tomed to use in their numerous battles 
against 
insect 
pests 
and 
plant 
diseases. 
The occasion for this special atten­ 
tion to insecticides and fungicides is 
the result of the amendment to the 
form er law regulating 
the manufac­ 
ture and sales 
of 
these 
products, 
which now requires all insecticides and 
fungicides to be registered with tho 
S tate Departm ent of A griculture. The 
amendment becomes 
effective Janu­ 
ary I, 1926, 
and 
thereafter 
m anu­ 
facturers of all such products m ust 
see th at their products are registered 
before selling them in Pennsylvania. 
Dealers, both wholesalers and retail­ 
ers, are cautioned about buying for re­ 
sale insecticides and fungicides which 
are not registered; 
In order to make clear what m a­ 
terials must be registered under the 
law, Secretary of A griculture F. P. 
W illits has issued rulings specifically 
designating and defining those m a­ 
terials which will be required to be 
registered for 1926 sales. 


The term “insecticide” is defined in 
these rulings as “all 
those 
trade- 
marked, 
patented 
and 
proprietary 
preparations, compounds and products 
sold, offered for sale and intended or 
recommended for preventing, destroy­ 
ing, repelling and m itigating insects. 
It shall not include those preparations, 
compounds and products which are 
sold ^or other purposes and not rec­ 
ommended for use as insecticides.” 
The term “fungicide” is understood 
to 
mean 
all 
“those 
trade-m arked, 
patented and proprietary preparations, 
compounds and products, sold, offered 
for sale or recommended for use for 
agricultural purposes in preventing, 
destroying, repelling or m itigating all 
fungi and bacteria th at 
may 
infest 
vegetation or for soil sterilization and 
in the preparation or treatm ent of all 
plant diseases. 
It shall not include 
those preparations, 
compounds 
and 
products sold for other purposes and 
not sold or recommended for agricul­ 
tural purposes.” 
The rulings also set forth clearly 
the inform ation which must be printed 
on each retail package. The inform a­ 
tion includes the net 
weight, m eas­ 
ure or numerical count, the brand or 
trade name, the name and printed ad­ 
dress of the m anufacturer, im porter 
or jobber and in case of certain m a­ 
terials the 
minimum 
percentage of 
poisonous ingredients included.

shouted “cow ard” a t Cox while one 
man raised his voice, shouting “Let’s 
get him.” Frye hearing raised him­ 
self from the pavement and above the 
din shouted—“H e’s no coward. That 
man saved my life in France.” 
Cox was later arrested while en­ 
route to police headquarters to sur­ 
render himself.
